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Hollander Suggestion 
Is Flayed By U. J. A.; 
Right Is Questioned

NEW YORK.—tThe United Pal- 


estine Appeal this week made pub- 
lic a resolution adopted by its 
Administrative Committee expres- 
sing disapproval of the request 
issued to welfare fund communi- 
ties by Sidney Hollander, presi- 
dent of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds, 
urging them to withhold making 
commitments on their 1941 cam- 
paigns until a budgeting body, 
which Hollander has proposed, is 
established to recommend alloca- 
tions to local communities. The 
resolution said: 

“The Administrative Committee 
of the United Palestine Appeal is 
in duty bound to express its pro- 
found disapproval of the action 
taken by president of the Coun- 
cil, who has seen fit at this time to 
give notice to all member agencies 
of an intention on his part to 
propose at the Atlanta conference 
of the Council that it set up its 
own budgeting body to recommend 
allocations to its member agencies 
in making their 1941 commitments; 
and further, urging all welfare 
funds to await the recommenda- 
tions of such a body before com- 
pleting their local 1941 budgeting. 

“The United Palestine Appeal is 
constrained to lodge its protest 
against this premature action on 
the part of the president of the 
Council, on the ground that it seeks 
to arrogate to the Council the 
function of decision in matters of 
budgeting, and that if its presi- 
dent’s advice were followed, it 
would at once paralyze the 1941 
campaign of the United Palestine 
Appeal—as well as of other bodies 
—until the so-called budgeting 
body would render its report, 
which could not be presented be- 
fore late in 1941. 


“The United Palestine Appeal 
must emphasize its unqualified op- 
position to any such program. We 
question the right of the president 
of the Council to advise communi- 
ties to withold making their bud- 
get until they have heard from the 
Council, and we give notice that 
we intend to apprise our friends 
throughout the country of the de- 
structive consequences that must 
flow from the proposed transfor- 
mation of the Council from an im- 
partial to an interested body, and 
from its unwarranted and unpre- 
cedented interference with the 
normal progress of local 1941 cam- 
paigns throughout the country.” 

Meanwhile, a resolution urging 
support of the $12,000,000 UPA 
drive was unanimously adopted at 
the 18th annual conference of the 
New York Council of Organiza- 
tions for Palestine. The meeting 
was attended by delegates repre- 
senting more than 550 Jewish fra- 
ternal and communal organiza- 
tions.

pressure as may retrieve the error. 
The JDC and UPA owe to the 
Jewish community in America a 
complete statement of the causes 
unfortunate repercussions in all 
Jewish communities.

(NE WEEK recently I remarked quite casually 

in this column that I shouldn’t mind the second 
coming of Christ and, in fact, would welcome it. 
I am really one of those people who is glad to see 
something decent happen in the world, even if it 
is something with which my own religion had 
nothing to do. 

I certainly should like to see Christ come again 
because I have been quite distressed with the 
Gentile world, considering the way it has been 
behaving. 

I do not mean what the Gentile world is doing 
to Jews. Jews should feel quite inured to what 
they have been getting from the Gentile world for 
2,000 years. The current pain is nothing new. 

I mean what the Gentile world is doing to itself. 
It is most distressing to me to see the Gentile 
world wrecking civilization even after the 2,000 
years of the Christian teaching. This is what 
troubles me and for that reason I desire the 
second coming of Christ. 

I have received a variety of letters since I wrote 
the column in which I wished for the second com- 
ing. Some of them were from Jews, some from 
Christians and some from neo-Christians, this is 
to say, converted Jews. 

The Jews spanked me sharply as if I had been 
caught marching in an ecclesiastical procession 
carrying a big crucifix before me. They irritated 
me because I don’t like to see Jews so intolerant 
of friendly expressions about other people’s re- 
ligions. 

The Christians welcomed me as a straying 
brother who had been redeemed and come home 
repentant to his father’s house. They gave me a 
pain because they seemed to regard me, the Jew, 
‘as a poor bum who had at last found sanctuary. 

The converted Jews, who seem very lonely among 
the Christians, acclaimed me as welcome company 
at their dismal table. They caused me to feel sorry 
as I always feel for people who get snubbed or 
who are patronized. 

But one Jew, with the best of humor, wrote: 
“Suppose Christ did come back. How would you 
handle the event in your column? What would the 
Jewish press in general say about it? I guess 
they would ignore it until they heard from the 


rabbis.” 
x * 


Well, I can’t say what the Jewish press would 
do about it, but if I were a rabbi I should be in 
tthe front line of the reception committee. 

I, as rabbi, wouldn’t feel that I was unfaithful 
‘to my own religion in welcoming to the world a 
great spirit of another religion, particularly since 
he was a great Jew. 

In fact, I might take certain impish pleasure 
from being a Jewish representative on the recep- 
tion committee for Christ. The leaders who are 
currently running the Gentile world wouldn’t have 
the time to attend this reception of the second 
coming. They are so busy wrecking civilization. 
They have time schedules to keep up with: At

such and such an hour their bombers must be over 
St. Paul Cathedral, or they have a date to tear 
Westminster Abbey apart, or they must be off to 
consume some city. 

They would have to wipe the blood from their 
hands before they could extend them in greeting 
to Christ. The honest Christians among the Gen- 
tiles would be most embarrassed to see Christ re- 
turning to the earth in the midst of this holocaust 
and to have to explain all this going on after the 
2,000 years of his teaching. 

Hitler, doubtless, would have nothing to do with 
him. Among the Nazis, he would -be called a 
Jewish conspirator came to undermine German 
morale by talk of brotherhood in the hour of a 
new world of blood and soil. 

So I, a rabbi, should feel I had a special duty 
to greet the unwanted Christ to an unwelcoming 
Gentile world. He was a brother of mine. He 
and I had gone through crucifixions. 

It would be horribly embarrassing if a bomb 
should fall through the roof in the midst of the 
reception out of the Gentile world. I would ex- 
plain it to him: “My brother, do not hold all the 
Gentiles at fault for this. There are good Gentiles 
and then are others. We can’t judge a whole 
group by the murderers among them.” 

He would, doubtless, forgive the Gentiles, even 
as he has been forgiving them throughout the 
2,000 years during which Gentiles have been 
attempting to tear down the Mount on which the 
sermon was given. : 

No! I have not taken up the Christian religion 
as my Jewish, Christian and neo-Christian cor- 
respondents believe. (Though in the essentials of 
religion my faith is as Christian as it is Jewish. 
I can not understand that essentially there is 
much difference bteween being a good Jew and a 
good Christian.) 

To my Jewish correspondents, I recommend the 
tolerance that tells people that there is no “best 
religion,” that every religion contains a good way 
of life and that there is no treason in recognizing 
the goodness in other faiths. 

To my Christian correspondents, I recommend 
the same tolerance, since it should tell them that 
people of other religions are not poor, lost crea- 
tures who must be saved. A proper understanding 
of this will cause them to look at Jews, Moham- 
modans and Buddhists as they do at people who 
live across the street from them. They never 
think of trying to persuade the neighbors across 
the street to move over to their side of the street. 
They respect them as neighbors who join with 
them in wanting to keep the street clean and 
beautiful. 

For my neo-Christian correspondents, I wish 
that they will find friendliness in the Christian 
communities with which they have joined. It 
really must be horribly disillusioning to become a 
Christian and then to find that Christians with 
whom one has joined are really only Gentiles with 
no feeling of brotherhood.

The editor’s chair, 


It is difficult to pass any judg- 
ment on the new Losey-Pelley pub- 
lication, the weekly “Roll Call,” 
which Losey told me Jews would 
support, but I can say at the out- 
set that not only will Jews not 
support it, but together with other 
patriotic groups they will see the 
new publication for what it is, an 
attempt to make money out of two 
classes of people. One, and prob- 
ably the first, would be the class 
that hates Roosevelt and the pres- 
ent administration, and secondly, 
the people that either hate the 
Jews now for real or imaginary 
reasons, or those who by tieing up 
the anti-Roosevelt angle with the 
Jewish angle, can be induced to 
hate the Jews. 

The first number of the mag- 
azine is not nearly as anti-Semitic 
as “Liberation,” the defunct or- 
gan of Pelley’s Silver Shirts, but 
in many other respects, including 
the format and the make-up, the 
two publications are similar. I 
am actually trying to decide 
whether Pelley and Losey delib- 
erately tried to play down the 
Jewish angle in this, the first issue, 
or whether Pelley is going to re- 
sort to more subtlety in his new 
venture than he did in ‘“Libera- 
tion.” 

On only two pages of the 12- 
page magazine, are the banner, 
“Keep American Christian,” 
printed across the bottom in large- 
sized type. The articles, for the 
most part, are anti-Jewish only 
by innuendo, although here and 
there the underground play on 
hatred of the Jew breaks through. 

At the outset this should be 
said. Pelley is a good newspaper- 
man. Not good from the stand- 
point of ethics or morals, but good 
from the standpoint that all of his 
published efforts are extremely 
readable. The layout is particu- 
larly attractive for a news mag- 
azine, and the stories are placed 
with an eye both to catching the 
reader’s attention and artistic 
make-up. 

Although Congressman Samuel 
Dickstein is lambasted freely, so 
is the present administration, 
President Roosevelt, Mrs. Roose- 
velt and union labor. Every Jew- 
ish member of Congress, whom 
Pelley knows or suspects to be 
Jewish, is slurred somewhere and 
grouped with each others as a lot 
of convicts. They are labelled as

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Freedom of the Press 


Louis J. Borinstein 


HE testimonial dinner being tendered Louis J. 
Borinstein by the Indianapolis Hebrew Con- 
gregation after fifteen years of service as presi- 
dent could just as deservedly have been given by 
almost any Jewish organization in Indianapolis. 
For in truth, the list of organizations for which 
Mr. Borinstein has been a benefactor reads al- 
most like a list of the city’s Jewish groups. 
And in the same light, the list of testimonial 
letters printed in this issue could almost be ex- 
tended ad infinitum had The Post wished to really 
cover the large list of men prominent in city, 
state and national affairs, both Jewish and non 
Jewish, who hold Mr. Borinstein in high esteem 
as a leader and as a friend. 
Too often communities are content to use all 
the energies of their workers, and Indianapolis 
has been no exception in this case. The dinner 


next Tuesday at the Columbia Club was long 
overdue. Mr. Borinstein, who not only has been 
president of his congregation for so long, was 
president of District No. 2 of B’nai B’rith, and 
has volunteered to head the annual Jewish Wel- 
fare Fund drive whenever it seemed that the 
staggering sum needed was too large for mere 
Indianapolis to raise. Then too, it should not be 
forgotten that the splendid Old People’s Home 
was a gift to the community from the Borinstein 
family. 

There is little need to go on. The recital of 
Mr. Borinstein’s accomplishments are well- 
known. The Post extends to him its very best 
wishes for years of continued activity in the fields 
in which his leadership is so essential and in 
which he is so munificent with his time and 
energy. 


Why of New A. D. L. Office In Florida 


LTHOUGH Florida may have its share of anti- 
Semitic organizations, the appointment by the 
B’nai B’rith of a regional Anti-Defamation League 
director for that state probably has less connec- 
tion with hate groups than it has with the resort 
problem in Miami Beach. That there should be a 
problem of this sort is unfortunate, but that there 
is such a problem cannot be denied. 
The problem was stated rather boorishly by 


Herbert Harris, editor of The Greenwood (Ind.) 
News last September when he wrote about the 
hotels in Miami Beach, saying: “The Jews are 
taking over most of them, and their mighty babble 
out front sounds like a bunch of monkeys in a 
cage.” 

The problem is strictly a social one and as such 
presents difficulties which have no solution except 
in education over a period of years. 


The Articles The Post Throws Away 


FTEN having stated in self-defense against 

those who accuse The Post of horror-monger- 
ing that it throws away 90% of the distress stories 
it receives, The Post herewith resurrects from 
the waste basket one of the news stories of the 
type it discards because its details tax the cre- 
dulity of the editorial department, although later 
dispatches usually confirm it or because a sur- 
feited community wants to forget so earnestly it 
refuses to read such articles. Other stories of the 
week which we will not resurrect, and which stay 
in the waste basket for good, are headed “Eviction 
of Berlin Jews Pressed; Food Rations Curtailed,” 
“Trade Barred to Jews in Nazi-Held France,” 
“3,000 Killed in Six-Month .Anti-Jewish Blitzkrieg 
in Rumania,” and so forth. 

The following story comes from Rumania by 
way of Budapest, to which city the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency correspondent had escaped: 

All but an estimated 10 per cent of the Jew- 
ish business men in Rumania have been forced 
to surrender their businesses to the Green 
Shirts or their friends. The remaining 10 per 
cent, it is expected, will be liquidated within 
the next few weeks. 

In Constanza, Rumania’s main seaport, all 
Jews were ordered to appear at the Chamber of 
Commerce during Christmas week and sign 
documents turning over their stores and busi- 
nesses to persons designated by the Iron Guard. 

Meanwhile, all Jews of any means, whatever 
their occupation, have been forced, literally at 
pistol point, to “donate” their entire savings to 
the Iron Guard Legionary Aid. Poor Jews— 
hucksters, shoemakers, tailors and peasants— 
have been liquidated just as ruthlessly as busi- 
ness men. 

Unable to earn enough to keep alive, these 
unfortunates have been flooding the canteens 
maintained by the Jewish communities of 


Bucharest, Constanza, Galatz and other cen- 
ters, waiting in long lines not only for food but 
for firewood in order to keep from freezing in 
the severe weather which has been aggravating 
all of Rumania’s many social problems. 

An estimated 15,000 Jews in Bucharest alone 
face starvation. The overtaxed resources of the 
Jewish community there are insufficient to sup- 
ply enough food to feed more than a part of the 
destitute applying for aid. And their number 
is increasing daily. Nor, despite the enormous 
demands, has the community been able to fur- 
nish enough firewood to last two weeks. Bliz- 
zards which are raging through the country 
have thoroughly tied up all transport not al- 
ready devoted to bringing in German troops. 

To add to their problems, Jews are now being 
forced to lodge from one to six German officers 
in their homes. Every Jewish family in Bucha- 
rest has received a copy of the following no- 
tice from the Prefecture of Police: “Notice— 
In conformance with Order 21, 124, January 3, 
1941, of the General Staff—John Doe, X street, 
is hereby ordered to prepare immediately X 
rooms, herewith requisitioned, complete with 
beds and all necessary linens and furniture, 
for the lodging of German officers.” 

Meanwhile, the headquarters of the Jewish 
community, all Jewish schools, synagogues and 
hospitals, as well as factories and warehouses 
not used by the government for vital industries, 
have been requisitioned en masse to be con- 
verted into barracks for German soldiers. As 
Jewish real estate in Bucharest cannot furnish 
sufficient “Lebensraum” to house all the troops 
expected, the military command has already 
begun to requisition Christian schools, hospi- 
tals and public buildings in order to provide 
quarters for an estimated 50,000 Germans who 
will be garrisoned in Bucharest henceforth.
